But | think that we should be 
prepared to suggest a meeting with event 
organizers and our operators before the 
event so that everyone knows what to expect 
before they get out in the cold with the wind 
blowing the paper every which way while all 
the horses gallop by at full tilt. 

Along the line of getting better 
organized, i have suggested to Hank 
Berriman, W6ZHY, our emergency coordin-— 
ator that every two months or so the 
emergency net should be conducted at the 
various operating sites which would be 
activated for the real thing. ! know that it 
would require a large organizational effort 
to get the police, fire district, hospitals, 
etc. to give us access to their facilities ona 
Thursday evening six times a year, and it 
would require a substantial commitment on 
the part of the people who are assigned to 
those locations to get there and participate, 
but | think it would be worth it because over 
time it would familiarize many more people 
with setup and liaison, and eliminate the 
fumbling around that will occur at the 
beginning of a large "event". Make 
comments on this idea to Hank or Duane or 
me, and maybe we can move it to reaiity. 
But if you approve of it, be prepared to 
participate. 


A number of things have contributed to 
the absence of this column the past couple of 
months, including the move of my office from 
Lafayette to Wainut Creek just when i 
should have been writing the May column. 
The month before, | had the experience of 
actually meeting Doug Lortsher, W6KLM, for 
the first time, and then, just a week later, 
learning of his death and attending the 
memorial service.

RICK'S CARP FLAMBE 


1 Carp, 3 1lbs., uncleaned 
1 Filet of Sole, Viet Nam 
8 oz. Tomatoe Sauce

EAST COUNTY 0.E£.S. BECOMING A REALITY 


According to information received from 
Dave Tyler (N6DRT) who is the Disaster 
Planing Coordinator for Contra Costa 
County Office of Emergency, Services, 
County officials at OES are looking 
for an alternate emergency operations 
center in East County. Boy do we have 
a scoop for them! 


Rick Barber (WB6EZ1) who is Asst. E.C. 
for the East County area has been work- 
ing on just such a project. A large 
portion of his home in Antioch has been 
converted into just such a disaster 
communications center. Ihe main part 
of the house, the family room, has been 
modified to contain a complete Ham 
station and computer center. The 18 

by 36 ft. room contains a complete low 
band station, three two meter stations, 
two 220 stations, two 450 stations, 

a fast-scan ATV receiver, and a RITY 
station hooked into the computer term- 
inal in the room. 


Large scale maps of the County and 
northern California are mounted on the 


walls of the room. Additional maps 


and status boards are also located in 
the den which will serve as the mobile 
coordination center of the AQES. This 
area 1s especially set up to coordinate 
the activities of all mobile radio units 
which will be operational during a 
disaster. 


Two towers will carry the many antennas 
which will be utilized by the Hams 
during actual or simulated drills and 
emergencies. A total of at least 15 

UHF and VHF antennas are planned for 

the complex. The main tower, a W-5l 
will have rotatable antennas at the 70 
ft. level and a 40 ft. Rohn 6 tower will 
carry additional antennas at the 50 ft. 
bevel; 


While some of the complex is still under 
construction at the present time, Rick 
hopes to have a majority of the station 
in operation by the middle of July. An 
open house and "opening ceremony" is 
planned. County OES officials will be 
the first to receive an invitation. 


Yes, Rick is now single and has very 
understanding neighbors. 


W5YT REPORT 
CORDLESS PHONES & LEGAL WIRETAPPING 


Listening to seemingly private cordless 
telephone conversations has almost become 
a national pastime among the scanner, SWL.. 
and yes, the ham community, too. 

A recent nationally distributed wire 
service report tells about ham operators lis- 
tening to "millions of Americans unwittingly.. 
exposing their souls...by using cordless tele- 
phones." The article, written by Andrew May- 
kuth of the Knight-Ridder News Service, was 
based on reports from various manufacturers, 
ham operators, EIA (Electronics Industries 
Association) and FCC officials. 

The article never mentioned that short 
wave listeners and scanner buffs... even the 


> public. using everyday AM broadcast radios 
-E monitored far more cordless calls than ham 
-<- operators. It held amateur operators as being 


"Legal wiretappers," - not good PR to day 
the least! 

The report said that one 17 year old 
amateur radio operator had heard teachers 
grumbing about the administration, drug deal- 
ers negotiating sales, private detectives dis- | 
cussing an investigation, sexual fantasy credit, 
card calls, even consumers giving out bank 
account numbers on the airwaves. The range 
reportedly is up to ten miles, although this 
is very unusual. 


At present, about 9 million cordless 
telephones have been produced that operate 
on a split band arrangement. Cordless hand- 
sets transmit on one of five frequencies be- | 
tween 1.625 and 1.8 MHz while the base unit 
radiates in the 49 MHz band. Voice scrambled 
mosels are available, but hardly anyone uses 
them since they are expensive. 

The public has never been told that 
just about anyone can hear their cordless 
phone calls. Nor have they been told that | 
their cordless unit could become totally obso- ; 
lete and unusable once the FCC starts alloca- | 
ting AM broadcast radio stations up to 1705 
kHz as authorized by the 1979 WARC. 

As of this October, all newly manufact- 
ured cordless telephones must operate on one 
of ten new base/handset channels in the 46-49 
MHz band. (See 2/1/84 Report) A further re- 
location of cordless frequencies to the 900 
MHz band seems likely to occur since the 
FCC said even the new 46-49 MHz allocation 
was temporary and would be discontinued 
February 15, 1989. 

Is it legal to listen, even record pri- 
vate cordless conversations? There is evi- 
dence that it is. Police in Woonsocket, Rhode 
Island, recently arrested a group of drug | 
dealers after their cordless telephone con- 
versations were intercepted by a neighbor. 


W5YI REPORT cont'd 


In Topeka, the Kansas Supreme Court has 


| ruled that police can legally monitor and 
| record conversations conducted via cordless 
telephones and use those recordings as evi- 
| dence in trials. The court said that the 

| communications were equal to ordinary oral 
discussion and not wiretapping. A district 
| judge had previously refused to admit the 

| evidence sine established wiretapping pro- 
cedures had not been followed. The Kansas 
State Supreme Court rejected that argument.
